whose method of getting a living has no moral 
support and is ill no way recognized as a legitimate 
business, have thrust aside the question of inflict- 
ing n great wrong on a -worthy class of business 
men and their employes.

Speaking of the undemocratic discrimination in- 


volved in the professionally reformed policy cf 
confiscation, the injury does not stop there. How 
many wage earners will be thrown out of employ- 
ment? How heavy will be the loss to the mer- 
chants of the city in taking away from them the 
expenditure of all these earnings? 


One brewery pays out annually several thou-

With heavier charges on the property 
would they bo more inviting to outside investors? 


True, it is only temporary and the war hM much 


Nevertheless, it is a hard, hare fact 
that is pressing heavily on property and depressing 
property values. And why ia it that with the slug- 
gishness in realty operations, *he empty buildings 
around town, that rents are today more burden- 
home to tenants than ever, although wages arc 
high and few people are idle? Is it because the 
labor that has come in on war contracts such as at 
the shipyards is not largely the at-home kind? And 
Kingston has -hardly any -war contract industries.
